STATE  TEACHERS  COLLEGE 


GENERAL  INFORMATION 

Teachers  in  service  and  prospective  teachers  who  attend  courses 
offered  in  the  Spring  and  Summer  Quarters  may  renew  teachers' 
licenses  by  six  weeks  work,  earn  credits  toward  two-year,  five-year, 
and  life  professional  licenses,  and  increase  their  cultural  and  pro- 
fessional training. 

Students  may  register  for  a  full  quarter  of  work  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  spring  quarter,  or  they  may  register  for  six  weeks  work 
during  the  last  term  of  the  spring  quarter,  beginning  April  26.  They 
may  also  register  for  either  term  of  the  summer  quarter,  or  for  the 
entire  quarter.  By  registering  for  any  two  consecutive  six-weeks  terms 
in  the  two  quarters  a  student  may  do  a  full  quarter  of  work,  and  by 
registering  for  three  consecutive  terms  he  may  do  an  entire  semester 
of  work. 

Admission  is  by  certificate  or  examination.  Mature  students, 
however,  may  be  admitted  as  special  or  unclassified  students  to  those 
courses  for  which  they  are  qualified,  without  satisfying  the  usual 
fifteen  units  admission  requirement.  A  detailed  statement  of  entrance 
requirements  may  be  found  in  the  bulletin  of  April,  1936. 

Students  under  the  rank  of  junior  and  under  thirty  years  of  age 
are  required  to  register  for  physical  education  unless  excused  by  the 
Head  of  the  Department  of  Health.  Special  courses  are  designed  to 
meet  the  needs  of  those  incapacitated  for  vigorous  exercise. 


LIVING  ACCOMMODATIONS 

All  students  of  freshman  and  sophomore  standing  are  required  to 
live  in  the  college  dormitories  and  take  their  meals  in  the  dining  hall. 
Students  transferring  from  other  institutions,  regardless  of  classifi- 
cation, are  required  to  live  in  dormitories  and  take  their  meals  in  the 
dining  hall  for  the  first  three  quarters  of  residence.  These  regulations 
do  not  apply  to  students  living  with  parents  or  relatives  in  or  near 
Hattiesburg.  The  administration  reserves  the  right  to  insist  upon 
upper  classmen  living  in  the  dormitories  if  deemed  expedient. 

Written  approval  for  living  off  campus,  mailed  directly  to  the 
Dean  of  Women,  is  required  from  parent  or  guardian  of  women  stu- 
dents under  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

Living  accommodations,  other  than  in  the  dormitories,  must  be 
selected  from  a  list  approved  by  the  college  authorities,  and  may  not 
be  changed  except  with  the  consent  of  the  Dean  of  Women  or  the 
Chairman  of  the  Housing  Committee.  The  approved  lists  are  posted 
on  college  bulletin  boards,  and  copies  may  be  secured  from  the  office 
of  the  Dean  of  Women.  No  student  should  rent  a  room  off  the  cam- 
pus by  mail. 

Further  information  concerning  housing  regulations  may  be  ob- 
tained from  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  Women. 

All  students  not  living  in  their  own  homes,  whether  rooming  in 
the  dormitories  or  in  private  rooms  or  rooming  houses,  are  subject 
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to  regulations,  control,  and  supervision  of  the  college.  The  college 
uses  its  efforts  to  safeguard  such  students,  but  no  responsibility  can 
be  assumed. 

Dormitory  room  assignments  will  be  made  by  the  President  upon 
deposit  of  the  room  service  fee  of  five  dollars.  This  fee  must  be  sent 
direct  to  the  office  of  the  Secretary  with  the  request  for  room  as- 
signment. In  case  of  cancellation  of  reservation,  no  refund  will  be 
made  unless  requested  a  week  before  the  opening  of  the  school  term.

Dormitory  students  are  required  to  pay  $56.00  on  entrance  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Quarter,  and  $26.00  additional  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  second  term  of  the  Quarter.  Day  students 
are  required  to  pay  $32.00  on  entrance  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Quarter.  Students  entering  for  the  second  term  of  the  Quarter 
are  required  to  pay  fees  in  full  upon  entrance.  Students  who 
register  for  an  entire  quarter  must  pay  fees  for  an  entire  quarter. 

Note:  No  laboratory  fee  is  charged  in  science  courses.  The  fee  in 
commerce  courses  is  $4.00  per  course.  Fees  in  home  economics 
range  from  $1.50  to  $3.00  per  course  (see  April  Bulletin). 

Important  Notice:  In  no  case  will  fees  be  refunded  after  student  has 
been  in  attendance  for  a  period  of  three  days. 

Music  Fees:  Special  fees  are  charged  for  private  lessons  in  music  and 
for  use  of  college  instruments  for  practice.  Those  inter- 
ested should  consult  the  April  bulletin  or  should  write  for 
information. 


DEMONSTRATION  SCHOOL  AND 
CURRICULUM  LABORATORY 

As  usual,  the  Demonstration  School  will  be  operated  throughout 
the  summer  quarter.  In  connection  with  the  Demonstration  School, 
superior  work  is  being  done  in  the  planning  and  develpment  of  a  pro- 
gram of  functional  integrated  units,  and  opportunity  for  observation 
of  this  work  is  open  to  all  students  of  the  College.  The  Director  of 
Teacher  Training,  the  Principal  of  the  Demonstration  School,  and  all 
critic  teachers  employed  in  the  School  have  been  in  touch  with  the  Mis- 
sissippi Curriculum  Program  from  its  beginning,  serving  as  regional  di- 
rectors, consultants,  and  members  of  State  committees.  The  curriculum 
revision  program  of  the  Demonstration  School  has  attracted  the  favor- 
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able  notice  of  national  journals  of  education  within  the  past  year,  and 
both  the  Director  of  Teacher  Training  and  the  Principal  of  the  Demon- 
stration School  have  been  called  to  serve  on  committees  or  direct  re- 
search work  in  other  states  than  Mississippi.  Probably  no  better  op- 
portunity for  finding  practical  application  of  curriculum  principles  to 
their  own  problems  is  available  any  where  to  Mississippi  Teachers  than 
in  the  Mississippi  State  Teachers  College  Demonstration  School. 

A  curriculum  laboratory  will  also  be  a  part  of  the  Summer 
School. 

CERTIFICATE  AND  DEGREE  COURSES 

The  College  offers  curricula  for  primary,  upper  elementary,  and 
high  school  teachers,  teachers  of  vocational  home  economics,  teachers 
of  health  and  physical  education,  and  teachers  of  public  school  music. 
All  these  curricula  lead  to  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree.  The  Col- 
lege also  offers  curricula  leading  to  the  Bachelor  of  Music  degree, 
with  majors  in  voice,  piano,  violin,  and  viloncello.

LANGUAGE  AND  LITERATURE 

Entering  freshmen  take  a  placement  test  in  English.  The  or- 
dinary requirement  in  grammar  and  composition  is  twelve  hours,  con- 
sisting of  English  24,  25,  26  B,  and  28  B.  Transfer  students  present- 
ing only  nine  hours  in  composition  and  grammar  are  expected  to  take 
English  28  B  unless  excused  from  it  by  the  Dean  on  the  basis  of  an 
achievement  test  and  their  record  in  collegiate  English.  Freshmen 
making  a  superior  showing  on  the  placement  test  at  the  time  of  ad- 
mission may  satisfy  requirements   in  composition  and  grammar  by 
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taking  English  26  A  and  27  for  eight  hours  credit.  English  28  A  is 
also  open  to  such  students  if  they  expect  to  major  in  English  or  a 
foreign  language. 

Students  presenting  entrance  units  in  a  freign  language  and 
wishing  to  do  college  work  in  the  same  language  are  excused  from 
the  first  year  of  the  language  if  they  present  two  units  in  it,  and  from 
the  first  quarter's  work  if  they  present  one  unit. 

For  B.S.  Degree  in  Upper  and  Lower  Elementary  Curricula:  All  stu- 
dents take  English  117  in  addition  to  the  required  Freshman 
work.  English  majors  also  take  75  and  76  and  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  additional  hours  in  English  to  bring  their  total  credits  in 
the  subject  to  thirty-six. 

For  B.S.  Degree  in  High  School  Curricula:  All  students  take  English 
75  and  76,  in  addition  to  the  required  Freshman  courses.  Eng- 
lish majors  also  take  English  80,  110,  and  141  and  enough  ad- 
ditional hours  in  English  to  bring  their  total  credits  in  the  de- 
partment to  forty-eight.  Students  are  allowed  to  offer  eight 
hours  earned  in  Language  111,  142,  143,  144  as  a  part  of  the  re- 
quired forty-eight  hours  in  English.  Language  majors  take 
Language  121  and  thirty-six  hours  in  French  based  on  entrance 
units  or  twenty-eight  hours  in  French  based  on  two  entrance 
units.

NATURAL  SCIENCES  AND  MATHEMATICS 

Science  22,  23,  24  are  usually  required  of  students.  Students  pre- 
senting a  high  school  unit  in  biology  and  making  superior  scores  on 
biology  in  the  placement  tests  for  entering  freshman,  however,  may 
be  excused  from  Science  22;  those  presenting  a  high  school  unit  in 
physics  and  making  superior  scores  on  physics  in  the  placement  tests 
may  be  excused  from  23;  those  presenting  a  unit  in  chemistry  and 
making  superior  scores  on  chemistry  on  the  placement  test  may  be 
excused  from  24.  With  the  consent  of  the  head  of  the  Department  of 
Science  and  the  Dean,  a  student  may  substitute  a  year  introductory 
course  in  science  for  the  survey  course  (22,  23,  24).  Majors  exempted 
from  all  or  part  of  the  survey  course  do  not,  by  accepting  such  ex- 
emption, decrease  the  total  number  of  hours  to  be  earned  in  the  field. 

All  students  majoring  in  mathematics  must  have  plane  geom- 
etry. Mathematics  majors  are  required  to  take  Mathematics  31  un- 
less they  present  two  entrance  units  in  algebra  and  make  a  superior 
score  on  the  placement  test  in  mathematics,  in  which  case  they  sub- 
stitute a  more  advanced  mathematics  course  for  31. 

Mathematics  majors  should  take   Science  80-81-82  and  Industrial 
Arts  87  during  their  Sophomore  year.
